Ottawa, April 1.— This afternoon tho 
Parliament of Canada was formally pro- 
rogued by tho Governor-General, tho pro- 
c filings having special interest from the 
fact that His Excellency met Parliament 
for tho last time, ami thcro being a general 
desire on all hands to show special respect 
to tho Queen's representative on what is 
likely to be his final formal act. The Semite 
chamber was crowded, and the atreota from 
Ridean hull were thronged with specta- 
tors, fligs being displayed on all Bides, 
The booming of cannon announced the ad- 
proach of the vice-regal party from tho 
Government House and on arrival 
tho Parliament building!, LI id Excellency 
who was escorted by the Princess Louise 
Dragoon Gvarda and attended by a briiliaut 
staff was received by a detachment of the 
Governor-General's Foot Guards, their band 
playing the National Anthem. The (Jov 
ernor General having taken his place on tho 
Throne and tho Commons having been sum 
moned with ull due formality, Parliament 
waaduly prorogued with the following 
SPEECH tfHOM TIIK TRRONE 

Honorable Gentlemen of the Saiale, Gentle 
men of the Mouse of Commons: — 

In relieving you from attendance in Par 
liament this year I congratulate you upon 
the energy and promptitude with which you 
have disposed of the duties of the session 
just ended, und upon the useful legislation 
which has resulted therefrom. 

Tho assembly at Paris of the Bearing sea 
arbitration tribunal gives reason to believe 
that the differences which have existed be- 
tween the Government of the United Stutes 
and the Government of the Dominion of 
Canada have been satisfactorily adjusted, 
while the nomination of the Prime Minister 
of Canada aa one of the arbitrators affords 
a guarantee that the interests of our sealers 
will be properly, though not unduly, safe- 
guarded. 

The treaty of commerce which has been 
negotiated with France on behalf of Canada 
has been laid before you, together with the 
correspondence which passed during tho 
negotiations, but owing to tho late period 
of die session at which the treaty was re- 
ceived und the pendency of communications 
as to its bearing iu respect of most favored 
nation treatment and the interpretation of 
certain of its clauses, my Government has 
thought it advisable to postpone for the 
present its ratification by Parliament. 

I dunk you fur ihe ample provision you 
have made to protect the country from tho 
possible introduction of cholera, und I tru^t 
the precautions taken will result in guard- 
ing from any danger fiom thut source. Tne 
lit), ral provision m tdu tor the proper rr-pre- 
sentation of Canada at tho World's Colum- 
bian Fair will, I doubt not, enable this 
country to make a worthy exhibit of her 
resouiees und progress among the nations of 
the world. 

The various acts which you have placed 
on Ihe statute book will contribute to the 
maintenance of public security and tho con- 
tinued progress of the country 
Gentlemen of t lie House of Commons: 

I thank you for tho liberal provision you 
have made for the requirements of the pub- 
lic service. 

Honorable Gentlemen of the Senate, Gentle- 
mm of the House of Commons .- 
I feel with deep regret that the period 
of my official connection with the Domin- 
ion is (hawing to a close, and in all proba- 
bility I am taking leave of you for the 
time. Lest this should be tho case, I de- 
sire to avail myself of tho present occasion 
to express my abiding interest in all that 
concerns tho welfare oi Canada and my 
sincere affection for her people, who have 
never filled to testify their loyalty to the 
person and throne of our sovereign, and to 
show kindness and consideration to her 
representatives, It will bo my earnest de- 
sire to be of service to the Dominion, and 
1 shall continue to cherish feelings of the 
warmest solicitude for the welfare and 
prosperity of those amongst whom I have 
been placed during the past five years. I 
pray that the blessing of Almighty God may 
times attend you.

Word Bronght to Alberni by Indians 
Whose I'auoe Passed Over 
the Vessel. 



One of the many unmarked islands which 
make the entrunce to Barclay Sound the 
dread of mariners is responsible for yet 
another shipwreck, first particulars of which 
were received on Friday night. Tne news 
camo by way of A'berui, where the report 
was received just ono weok ago yesterday, 
and it is expected that tho stetimer Maude, 
which left tor the West Coast last evening, 
will bring full particulars of the disaster on 
her return. 

" Indians brought tho intelligence lust 
Saturday," writes the Colonist corrcs 
pendent at Alberni, under date of March 
28, " that a large three masted steamer has 
been wrecked on a small, unmarked island 
not fur from Village Island, within the past 
fortnight. 

" Their ennoo sailed right over the 
steamer, only the masts sticking out of the 
water, but they could not determine the 
character of the vessel or whether it was au 
iron or a. wooden craft. 

" Nothing has been heard of the crow by 
any of the white settlers or by the Indians, 
who bavo been all along the coast in the 
neighborhood thinking some of them might 
have reached shore. The supposition is 
that all hands have been lost and that the 
wreck is that of some steamer unfamiliar to 
these waters, whose master may have lost 
his bearings und entered Barclay Sound in- 
stead of the Struits of Fucu." 

Another and somewhat different report of 
tho same wreck comes in a letter to Mr, 
Henry Saunders from hia brother on tho 
West. Coast. The extract from the letter 
referred to reads :— 

" Tho Indians report a vessel upwards 
(inn mile off Villago Island, Barclay Sound. 
The stern is stove in and tho name gone, 
The color of the paint, is dark brown. The 
vessel came there two weeks ago."

Paris, April 1.— M. Tirard, Ministor of 
Finance, announced at tho session yester- 
day that the cabinet had resigned; but had 
been charged by President Curnot to carry 
on tho affairs of tho state for a short period. 
He would also ask the chamber to vote, on 
account, 'to cover the next two months, hia 
request being referred to the budget com- 
mittee. Later the committee reported that 
it felt it to bo inexpedient to grant tho re- 
quest for two months' supplies, but wonld 
recommend a vote covering one month from 
the present time. Eventually the report 
of tho committee wns adopted by u voto of 
■105 to 5, and the chamber adjourned till 
Tuesday. 

The Cabinet crisis is a subject of general 
discussion, both in the press and in public 
placi s, and most of tho newspapers, includ- 
ipg the Republican organs, concur in de- 
manding that the new Ministry shall bo 
composed of new men. Tho refusal of the 
Chamber to grant M. Tirard supplies for 
more than a month is regarded as clear 
proof that the Chamber desires the dissolu- 
tion to be deferred until after tho budget 
has been voted, and tho Legislature will 
have eomo into entente with tho new Cab- 
inet, which it is believed is likely to be 
called upon to issue a decree for holding the 
general elections. 

Tho Journal des Deliats, Conservative- 
Ropublican, and the Republican Sitole both 
protest against a patched-up ministry. The 
Petit Journal, Libera! Republican, and the 
Republican Voltaire demand tho immediate 
dissolution of tho Chamber. Tho Radical 
Lantcrne says that dissolution is impossible 
until tho Senato gives wayto tho Chamber 
in regard to the budget. Tho Republique 
Francaisc, Republican, says that if the 
cabinet had challenged a direct voto of con- 
fidence it would have suffered defeat by 100 
votes, Tho Republique Francaiso adds : 
" There ia every sign thut the crisis will be 
long and tho solution difficult." 

In tho regular course of events the general 
elections would be next held in September. 
President Curnot, however, has tho right to 
dissolve tho Chamber of Deputies at any 
timo upon the advice of tho Senate, and the 
comments of tho newspapers indicate a 
strong public tendency in favor of dis- 
solution. 

M. Meline, who was called upon by Pres- 
ident Carnot. has selected the following 
cabinet: Felix Jules Mt-linn, premier and 
Minister of commerce'-; Charles du Pny, 
interior; M Jacques Trarcux, justice; M. 
Raymond Poincarre, finance ; M, Eugene 
Spuller, education ; M. Francois Victte, 
public works; Admiral Rieuner, marine 
and colonies ; Albert Vigor, ugriculturo ; 
General Loiso Illon, war ; M. De- 
vello, foreign affairs ; M. Dupuy, was for- 
merly of tho post of the Minister of 
Public Instruction; now given to Eugene 
Spuller, the well known writer, who was 
Minister of Foreign All\irs in 18R0. The 
new Minister of Justice, M. Trarcux, is 
senior member from tho Gironde. He was 
born in 1S40. is a Republican and an advo- 
cate by profession. M. Poincarre, Minister 
of Finance, is a deputy, was born in 1860, 
is an advocate by profession, a Republican 
Protectionist and anti-revolutionist. The 
new Cabinet ia au ad-interim ministry for 
tho purpose of pnssing the Budgot and 
winding up tho session.

Tho report in yesterday's Colonist re- 
garding the lost men, Clarke and Brudcn, 
ja generally discredited here by the former's 
numerous friends. Mr. H. L. Good, Clarke's 
brother-in-law, has for some time past been 
taking active steps towards learning the 
whereabouts of the missing men. His 
efforts hire been supporter! by Supt. Hus- 
soy, Chief of Provincial Police. Recently 
Mr. Clarko received a letter from Clinton, 
through Supt. Husaey, from a prospector 
who last October was at Fort George. The 
letter stated that the Hudson's Biy factor 
at the fort, Mr. Ogden, informed the writer 
that two young men answering the descrip- 
tion of Clarko and Braden had been staying 
with him for a few days, and had only re- 
cently left. Mr. Ogden also told the writer 
that iho young men had expressed their 
intentions of staying the winter at 
tho fort. The writer left Fort George 
a few days afterwards, returning to Clinton, 
and seeing tho reports concerning Clarke, 
wrote to Supt. Hussey as above stated. On 
the strength of this letter a special courier 
was sent up from Quesnolle to Fort George, 
and his repo.it will he to hand in about 
three weeks. According to Roberts' state- 
ment, as published in yesterday's issue, a 
Chilcotin Indian claims to havo s;en the 
bodies of tho white men in tho Chilcotin 
valley lake. As it would have been impos- 
sible for an Indian to havo crossed the 
mountains during the winter months, tho 
Indian must either havo seen what he 
claims to have seen early in the fall, or 
have been spinning a yarn. Mr. Ogden'a 
statement proves that Clutke and Braden 
were all right in October lust. He de- 
scribed thetn accurately, mentioned their 
names, and further added that one of them 
was a painter. The writer of tho above 
mentioned letter had forgotten the manes 
given him by Mr. Ogden, but remembered 
all other particulars. It is, therefore, not 
improbable that Clarko and Braden re- 
turned later on to Fort George, that they 
passed the winter there and are now alive 
uq<l well. At any rate, until the special 
courier is heard from Clarke's friends will 
not. eive him up for lost.

THE EASTER MANfEUVRES. 

Inaugural Field Day of the Local ArtUlery- 
Jlouni tolinie Held Against an 
Attacking Tarty. 

" Faster manoeuvres," though an im- 
portant feature of the training of tho vol- 
unteers in England, have hitherto been 
unknown iu Cuuadu, and iu fact ure for 
climatic reasons hardly practicable in tho 
Dominion outside of British Columbia. On 
Friday the Victoria batteries of the 15. C. 
B. G. A. inaugurated what will doubtless 
be a regular series of such operations here. 

About 9:30 in the morning No. 1 Battery, 
in command of Cupt. Smulltiold, mulched 
from the armoury at the Market hall, in 
field day order, and carrying the provisions 
and ammunition necessary for u prolonged 
defence of the position in the vicinity of 
Mount Tolmio ussigned for their occupa- 
tion. They were allowed an hour's start in 
order to make ready for u fitting reception 
of their friends " the enemy." 

Tho attuckiug party consisted of No. 2 
Battery, Lieutenant Sargison, commanding, 
and Lieutenant Monro; and No. 3 Battery, 
Captain Quinlun and Lieutenant Williams. 
Added to their regular equipment was u 
field detachment with a brats cannon. They 
took the most direct route to the sceuo of 
operations. At the outskirts of the city an 
advance guard was sent out to skirmish right 
and left of the highway to guard against 
surprise by lurking detachments of the 
other side. No indications of tho enemy 
were observed until tho scouts hud passed 
the cross-roads near Mount Tolmio ugreed 
upon as tho outer zone of fire ; but they 
had only advanced a few yards beyond this 
danger line when lire wus opened by the 
udvanced pickets of tho defenders, who 
were conceuled in a position of perfect 
security less than a hundred yards away. 
The attacking force were ut once put in 

irmishing order, uud thrown out so us to 
udvance from either Hunk as well us from 
the direct front of tho position held uguinst 
them. The udvance was made by short 
rushes between the numerous points of 
natural shelter furnished by trees, rocks 
und mounds. The field piece was brought 
into action, and helped to tnuke things 
boom. The defenders, finding themselves 
outnumbered and outflanked, retreated in 
good order towards their strongest post, at 
the base of the observatory on the mountain 
top, and from this thero was no immediate 
prospect of dislodging them when the 
arrival of tho provision train, with com- 
forts for the hungry and thirsty soldiery, 
caused a truce to be proclaimed, and the 
whole force assembled ut the summit. 

After an hour's rest, the volunteers 
marched home to the accompaniment of the 
sole-stirring music of the Brigade bugles 
und impromptu vocal selections. The 
armoury was reached shortly after two 
o'clock. Cupt. Smullfield, who is at present 
in command of the Brigade, made u brief 
address, in which he expressed his satisfac- 
tion with tho day's proceedings und tho 
hope that there would be many such eveucs 
in the future. 

Lieut. -Col. Holmes, D.A.G., with Capt. 
Ogilvio, of C Battery, gavo countenance to 
the aff.ir and encouragement to the partici- 
pants by his presence, in mufti. A few 
citizens also were witnesses of tho affair. 
The artillerymen look for another outing at 
no distant day.

The (itBcers of the Nymphe 
lire alt well, but they feel thf change in cli- 
mate coming from tho tropics and 92 in the 
shade to ISsqutmalt. The Nymphe will re- 
main in harbor, it is expected, two or three 
months, and will then in all probability 
cruise in Northern waters.

THE INDIAN SITUATION. 

To thh Editor: Please allow me 
make a statement or two through your 
columns about letters in the WEEKLY 
Colonist and Times of a recent date, con- 
cerning the so-called Indian trouble. 

In the firet place, I was at River's Inlet 
last summer wheu the canoe referred to left 
that place. I have been, since that time, 
here at Bella Bella, and have heard about 
all the stories from both sides that have 
been afloat. I can say with Mr. MoTavish, 
of tho B.C. Canning Co. of that place, 
" That when it ia undertaken by anyone to 
find out who originated these, that it 
always turns out to have been gossip." I 
adtl that thia (lis 11a Bellu) village is so situ- 
ated that we become a centre for all tho 
surrounding villages, and thus gossip 
travels to this place very fast. 

As to the report that the Indians here 
were, or are, or intend to carry on any war- 
fare, it ia a mistake. They have not ivuj 
houble at out' with the surrounding villages, 
in any direction. They lost no relatives by 
the canoe in question. More than that, 
they are, and have been for months, cither 
here at Bella Bella or in their hunting 
camps near by. 1 know for a certainty 
that none of them have ever gone thia year 
to Kitkahtla ur any other village with any 
hostile intent. During the time that tho 
papers say th^y were confederated with 
other tribes at Kitkahtla, I can 
one that they were as above Htu'ed, 
at home or at their hunting camps, ot 
and so could not have been fighting, 
conversed with our principal men 
these reports have been ufioat, and r. 
them either have had or now have any in- 
tention of mixing up in the affair in any 
way. 

As my name has been put in print, as hav- 
ing accompanied Mr. Indian Agent Todd to 
River's Inlet when he went down a few- 
weeks ago, I did so, but did not go on ac- 
count of tho trouble ((go-called) at all. It is 
a mistake that Mr. Todd took down nine 
Kitkahtla canoes. He towed one came as 
fur as Bella Bella, and there left it till his 
return. He simply bad some nine or ten 
men of the Kitkahtla village on board of his 
steamer. There were only two of tho Bella 
Bellu people who went, down to River's Inlet 
at that time. One did act for a part of the 
time as interpreter for Mr. Todd, but he 
conveyed a wrong impression, in m my re- 
Bpects, to Mr. Codville. I might add that 
Mr. Codvillo did not live at this village, but 
about twelve miles from here, and only got 
his items from a vciy few of thu Bella Bella 
Indiana These must have conveyed a very 
wrong idea of (he state of things to Mr. 
Coilvillo if tiny led him to believe that the 
Belli rfcllan w. ro on tho warpath. 

I might add more, but I think this is suf- 
ficient to lot any nno who wishes to know 
that there ia no I rouble here at Bella Bella, 
nor is any anticipated. If you will kindly 
insert this in your paper I will be greatly 
obliged, Geo.

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ANOTHER UNKNOWN ROCK. 



The Collier "Roniuhis" From Nanai 
mo With ;},1500 Tons Meets 
With au Accident. 



She Ran on a Shoal in Departure 
Pass and Is Now Beached at 
Esquimau. 



Ono by one tho " unknown rocks " in the 
waters of Vancouver Island and tho coast of 
British Columbia aro being found. The 
method of discovering them ia somewhat 
expensive and alow, but it aeems to bo cer- 
tain, and after a while it may reEitlt in a 
change. 

There is tho rock tho Amphion ran on, 
tho one on which tho Quadra grounded ; 
another that tho Pacific squadron flagship, 
tho Warspite, stcopleohasod, and on Thurs- 
day night still another was located, thia 
titno at the expenso of tho lino steel collier 
Romulus, bound from N&naiino to Han 
Francisco. 

Pilot Sabiston was ou board anil, Captain 
Berndt says, was in chargo of tho ship. It 
was about 10 o'clock in tho evening, dark 
but clear, when coming through Departure 
Pass tho Romulus felt tho rock. She was 
steaming about nine to eleven knots at the 
timo, and was ulmo3t in tho iniddlo of tho 
pasa, at a point where there is supposed to 
be deep water at all stages of tho tide. Tho 
ship camo to a full stop and the engines 
were reversed, but she stayed where alio was. 
On account of the heavy cargo of coal 
on board, some ,'5,800 tonB, it was impossible 
to tell how much damage was done, but an 
examination of the well showed boiiio water 
being taken in. All the pumps were 
started and kept going continuously. At 
high water, about '2 o'clock Good Friday 
morning, the ship flouted, and all steam was 
at once made for Esquimalt, where sho was 
run aground in the soft mud near Parsons 
bridge. So far as can bo ascertained uutil 
tho cargo is taken out and tho steamship 
put into dock, the damage done in to the 
bottom forward of the mainmast, and on 
the port side particularly, that being the 
diroction in which she struck tho rock. 
There aro two compartments forward, one 
of them known as theiorward and the other 
tho collision compartment, and as the water 
is coming mto both, it ia aimoat auro they 
are both injured more or less. 

The steamer as she lay aground yesterday 
presented none of the appearances of a 
wreck except that the bow wus somewhat 
lower than tho storn. She had no 
Hat and no visible signs of injury. 
Tho pumps had been kept going eince the 
accident, but there wua over six feet of 
water in tho damaged portion of tho vessel, 
which lay in twenty-threo feet stern and 
twonty-seven feet six inches bow. Scows 
wore taken out to Bsquimalt yesterday and 
tho cargo will all be discharged in this way. 
It will then bo a comparatively easy matter 
to get the Romulus into tho dry dock, where 
she can bo repaired without difficulty. No 
estimate of the amount of damage can yet 
be made. The Romulus is a fine ateel 
steamship of 1,707 tons register, ,'{|5 feet in 
length. She was built, iu ISS'J in Germany, 
and is registered at Hamburg, where her 
owner lives. She has been in the coal car- 
rying trade for some time past, being under 
ch virer by John Roseufeld & Co,, of San 
Francisco. On her last trip she loaded as 
usual at the New Vancouver coal company's 
wh arves. 

Immediately the Romulus reached Eaqui- 
tnult in distress, an officer was sent over 
from K.M.S Hyacinth to offer assistance, 
w hich however did not happen to be needed 
at the timo. The pilot, Capt. Berndt, and 
the naval officer, then made an examination 
of the chart, which certainly shows deep 
water at tho place where the shoal was d 
covered. It is claimed, however, that the 
rock ia visible at low water, and that when 
there ia much of a sea on the aurf can be 
plainly seen washing up over it. Tho pilot 
says he had no suspicion there wus a rock 
there, as the pasa has always been looked 
upon as a aafe one, aud he had been 
through dozens of times. 



THE ORIGIN OF EASTER. 

To tniE EDITOR : I read a few days ago 
an article in your valuable journal taken 
from tho Post-Intelligencer, iu which the 
fact that the date of Easter is regulated by 
tho moon is said to point clearly to the 
heathen origin of tho feast, as "Fostre" was 
the Anglo-Saxon goddess of spring.

The great church feast of the resurrection 
of our Lord fell at the beginning of spring, 
and naturally, therefore, tho German 
nations atloptcd the samo name as that of 
the goddess whoso worship, theretofore held 
at tho samo time, had been superseded by 
the true religiou. This, as you will observe, 
is a very ditferent thing from the feaat 
being of heathen origin. Similarly the 
name " Thursday " wua continued among 
ua long after the heathen god " flier," to 
whoso worship the day ( 1'hor's day) waa 
consecrated, had been forgotten.

dissolution of the Legislatures. The work 
of thoso Legislatures is certainly important, 
but tho matters within their jurisdiction aro 
not of such a naturo as to bring on crises 
which make au appeal to tho peoplo out of 
duo time necessary. Self-important poli- 
ticians, desirous of slavishly imitating what 
is occasionally done by Nutioual Govern, 
rnents, may cry out now ami then for a 
dissolution, but generally tlia demand is 
altogether unreasonable. Wo consequently 
find that disaolutious in provinces aro very 
rare indeed, 

There is not at present tho shadow of an 
excuse in this Province for un appeal to the 
people at tho polls. The Government is 
supported by a large majority of tho people's 
representatives, and the utmost harmony 
prevails between tho different branches of 
the Legislature. lu fact it would bo dilli- 
cult to find a government in this Dominion, 
or indeed, anywhere else, working bo 
smoothly, so harmoniously and so closely in 
accord with the wishes of tho peoplo as 
does tho Governmonfc of British Columbia. 
Why then should it prematurely put the 
Province to the expense and turmoil of a 
general election ? 



PSOBOQUED. 



WITHDRA )YN. 

The announcement made by the Premier 
on Thursday evening, that the Redistribu- 
tion Bill would uot be brought down this 
session, will, no doubt, bo a surprise to 
many. Tie reasons given by Mr. Davie 
for tho postponement of tho measure must 
be, to all reasonable peoplo, sufficient. It 
will havo to bo admitted that before a fair 
and workable measure of redistribution can 
bo framed the Government must bo in pos- 
session of ample and accurate information 
with respect to the population of every part 
of the Province. Although it is not pos- 
sible, and, under the circumstances, not 
dosirable, ts apportion the representation 
of tho Province in the Legislative Assembly 
mathematically according to population, 
it is evident that population must bo 
tho leading factor in any scheme of redistri- 
bution to be submitted to tho Legislature. 
But, if it is not possible to get such 
formation at present, tho work of framing 
the Redistribution Bill must come to a 
standstill. 

Fortunately tho measure is not a pressing 
one, and no locality untl no interest will be 
in the least injured by the delay of a few 
months. Tho present Houso has yet a year 
to live, and before it expires by tho elllux 
«f time a measuro of redistribution, based 
an equitable principles and suited to tho 
circumstances of tho Province, will have 
been submitted to the Legislature, carefully 
considered, and made the law of the land 
Tho work is one that should not bo hur- 
riedly done. There should be plenty of 
time to examine it closely and thoroughly 
to discuss all its provisions. If it were in- 
troilueed now this could hardly be done. 
The session is well advanced and should be 
neuring it3 end, many of the members 
are impatient to roturn to their 
homes and to ho in a poaitien 
to devote more time than they 
aim while the House is sitting to their pri- 
vate business. A Redistribution Bill intro- 
duced at this period of tho session could not 
receive from the members the attention Ihat 
its importanco demands. 

Tho postponement of the Redistribution 
Bill will no doubt bo treated as a grievance 
by those who are eager to find a protest to 
rail at tho Government. They will be 
pretty sure to make tho most of their latest 
complaint. But what docs it amoimt to 
after all I What is tliero to complain ofl 
Who is injured ? If the bill had been brought 
down this year, and hud been carried 
through the Legislature, the condition of the 
country with respect to its representation 
would not liavo been altered in the least. Tlio 
law would have beeu on the Statute Book, 
it is true, but it would havo been no perative, 
Thu Government would not be ao foolish 
as to advise the Governor to di3aolvo tho 
Legislature without some reason for taking 
so important a step, and no such reason ex- 
ists. The House would have been allowed 
to live out its term and tho now law would 
uot come into operation until some time in 
tho year 189L Tho general election will be 
hell under the Redistribution Act to ho en- 
acted next session, ao no time has really been 
lost. 

Wo know that tho wiseacres of the Oppo- 
sition will say if Llits law bad been passed 
this scsaion there would have been a general 
election almost immediately. This does not 
by any means follow. There is no earthly 
reason why them should bo a now election 
before the present House dies a natural 
death. There may bo exigencies in Great 
Britain and La tho Dominion when an appeal 
<m the pocplo may bo necessary beforo Ihe 
expiration of tho parliamentary term, but in 
♦ho provinces it is diffioulfc to imagino acou- 
tingenoy which would; justify a premature 



find tho accusations of their enemies author- 
itatively proved to be false and malicious. 

It is gratifying to find that there is at 
last a disposition in Ottawa to do justice to 
British Columbia. Col. Prior and Mr. Earlo 
showed so clearly that this Provinco, in 
comparison to the sum she ooiitiibuteu to 
tho general roveuue, gets very little indeed 
in return, that tho Government and the 
majority of Parliament appear to be con- 
vinced that sho has suffered groat injustico 
at tho lianda of the Dominion. We truBt 
that Parliament will givo its serious consid- 
eration to tho case of this Province, for it 
really cannot afford to give so much to tho 
Dominion as it does whilo it gota so littlo iu 
return. Tho drain upon tho Provinco is 
literally exhausting. We hopo that our 
members will continue on tho line they have 
followed during tho session tliut has just 
closed, 



The Dominion Parliament was prorogued 
yesterday. The session was an uncommonly 
short one, being of little moro than two 
months duration. It met on tho '26th of 
J*nu»ry. The Government were prepared 
for the session and consequently very little 
time was lost before Parliament was sot to 
work. The Estimates were brought- down 
very early in tho session aud the Budget 
Speech was delivered in its third week. 
There was some disappointment respecting 
tho changes in the tariff. Something had 
been said at Toronto and elsewhere respect- 
ing the " mouldering branches" that woieto 
be lopped away, but after the Finance Min- 
ister had delivered bis speech it was found 
that the changes which had been made wero 
not nearly eo great as many of the cupporteis 
of the Government had expected. They were, 
however, soon convinced that tho time to 
revise the tariff had notarrivedand thut very 
little could bo intelligently and effectively 
done in that direction until inquiries had 
been made and until the contemplated re- 
forms in tho United States tariff had been 
effected. It was theso considerations, no 
doub 1 -, which restrained some of the Con- 
servative members who thought the tariff 
needed revising from voting for Mr. Dalton 
McCarthy's amendment. Besides, that 
amendment, as it condemned the principle 
of protection, went a great dojl too far for 
the Conservative revisionists. Mr. Mc- 
Carthy, if he hoped to mako a breach in the 
Government's ranks, acted most injudi- 
ciously. By far tho greater number of 
Conservatives and not a few members of 
the Liberal party, would not, if they could, 
destroy the industries which the national 
policy has brought into existence and fos- 
tered. They sec that to do this would he a 
great bjustieo to individuals, and would 
besides do serious injury to the country. 
The tariff reform which most of them do- 
sire i3 one which, while it will 
lighten the burden of taxation, will 
not injure the native industries of 
the Dominion. Tho session has made it 
very clear that Mr. McCarthy's defection 
will not do the Government any harm worth 
mentioning. flia following is exceedingly 
small and there is no prospect of its becom- 
ing greater. 

The Opposition's tactics on the Manitoba 
school question have not raised it iu the 
estimation of the people of the Dominion. 
It went a great deal too fur to please those 
who are, on principle, in favor of secular 
public education, uud notneurly far enough 
for thoso who believe thut religion should 
be taught in the public schools. Serious 
men of both sides dislike to sec a religious 
question made the bone of contention by 
politicians who have no higher object than 
to gain a party advantage. Ic is tho general 
opinion that Mr, Tarte'a motion was 
nothing moro or bettor than a move in tho 
game of party politics. The object of the 
mover of the motion and tho greater num- 
ber of those who supported it was 
not to advance tho cauBO of religious 
education, but to embarrass the 
Government. They did not succeed in their 
object, but they did succeed in convincing 
by far tho greater number of those who take 
an interest in tho subject that they were 
not in earnest. 

The breeze raised by Mr. Clarke Wallace's 
Kingston speech did very little more than 
demonstrate the insincerity of many of those 
who pretended to bo indignant at the senti- 
ments expressed by that gentleman. When 
men who wero prepared only a few months 
ago to give the United States preference, in 
matters of trade, to the Mother Country, 
aud who advocated a policy which tho ablest 
men of the Liberal party publicly declared 
must lead to annexation, expressed them- 
selves indiguant at a few hasty expressions 
made by a member of the administration, 
impartial observers could not refrain from 
smiling at their transparent insincerity. 
Their ostentatious expression of horror and 
indignation made them not a littlo ridicul- 
ous and did the Government no harm. 

The production of papers which proved 
beyond a contradiction that tho account 
which the Canadian Ministers gavo of tho 
Conference with tho United States Secre 
tary of State in Wauhingtou was un cpisodo 
of tho session well worth rcmonibering. It 
was asserted with the utmost confidence 
that the account which Sir John Thompson, 
Mr. Bowell and Mr. Poster gave of what 
took place ut that mooting was incorrect 
and colored to suit their policy. Tho min- 
utes of tho conference attested by Sir 
Julian Pauuocfoto corroborated iu every 
particular tho account given by the Cana- 
dian ministers. Tho word of the Canadian 
delegates really needed no snob attestation, 
but it was n, satisfaction to their frionds to 



MAILS FOR THE NORTH. 

Wo trust that during the coining summer 
tho settlements and business establishments 
of the Northern coast will bo provided with 
regular mail accommodation. Such accom- 
modation will do moro than anything olso 
to encourago settlement in thut part of tho 
Province and to develop its industries. 
People who settle in parts of the oountry 
where mail communication is irregular and 
intermittent soon begin to think that they 
are out of the world; they get discouraged 
and aro impatient to leave a place, no mat- 
ter what its natural advantages may be, in 
which thoy are forced to consider them- 
selves buried. Until lately it may havo 
been difficult to secure regular com- 
munication with the North coast. 
But that difficulty exists no longer. 
Tho C. P. N. Company, with com- 
mendable enterprise have established weekly 
communication with that part of the Prov- 
ince. They have put two excellent steam- 
ers — the Louise and the Dinube — on tho 
route. They ore well equipped and well 
officered, uud will do their work well. It 
is sincerely to be hoped that the Govern- 
ment, seeing how great tho need of postul 
accommodation in Northern British Colum- 
bia is, will grant a sulllcient subsidy to this 
company, which is able and willing to givu 
it au effective and regular mail service. In 
doing this, regard should bo had to the 
future-of the Province as well as to its 
present needs. A judicious expenditure 
which may seem to be largo now will he 
certain to givo buck to the Dominion in the 
shape of increased revenue a handsome in- 
terest on tho money invested.

A Few Philosophical Remarks About 
Pugilism in General— That Cow 
of Sam Davis*.

Lust evening 1 saw Potor Jackson, tlio 
groat colored pugilist, in his masterly 
creation of Undo Tom. Mr. Jackson Ins 
the average faco of a colored man, not 
refined and beautified as some have im- 
agined. Wo often hear from admiring 
friends that Mr. Corbett is very fond of 
home, and that John L. Sullivan, if sud- 
denly surprised in his room, will gener- 
ally bo found poring ovor the "Iliad." 
So, too, we learn that Peter Jackson, the 
colored person who fights people for a 
livelihood, is "a perfect gentleman" and 
far above the average in intelligence. 

These statements are, some of them, 
true. Parson Davies, who manages 
rotor, is the quiet party who supplies the 
intelligence. lie knows how a prize- 
lighter should conduct himself, and he 
tells Peter. Then Peter very sensibly 
does that way. The long looked for prize- 
fighter whoso great intellect would grace 
the cabinet lias not yet arrived. 

Peter Jackson, I had been led to be- 
lieve, would elevate the stage. People 
told me that he resembled Salvini on the 
stage, lie does not. They beh ng to 
two different schools of acting. Salvini 
is more en rapport with the audience. 

I have never seen Corbett act, but 1 
judge that he will rank with Jackson and 
Sullivan, whose rankness is noticeable 
even from the back seal. 

Race prejudice has nothing to do with 
my criticism. When I begin to criticise, 
J do not lot those things interfere ; neith- 
er t ?o I care to attack a man without 
cause who has chosen the great field of 
art as his profession. 

I simply wish to say that the pugilist de- 
pends for his success outside the ring on 
the man who managSB him and how well 
ho obeys his manager. When he begins 
to think, he is lost. 

Put the question arises, Has the pugil- 
ist who has succeeded a right to star in a 
play I Of course ho has. Anybody ' nas 
the right to avail himself of even accident- 
al notoriety to exhibit himself in answer 
to the public demand, and then the pub- 
lic must decide whether it is worth a dol- 
lar or not. 

Peter Jackson is a good looking man 
anatomically. More so than he is uncle- 
tomically, 1 may say. lie has long arms, 
with rather slender wrists and small 
hands and feet. He is well arranged for 
lighting purposes, but his interpretation 
of Uncle Tom won't do. 

If lie would punish Lagree profusely, I 
would agree to rewrite the play so as to 
give him a chance. Then if I could name 
t ho man to play Lagree I would be al- 
most too happy. 

Wo have been playing between Peter 
Jackson and the liaroness Blanc for some 
weeks at. this writing. Artistically they 
differ in only one particular. The baron- 
ess lias good clothes or did have prior 
to Ogden— while Peter has not. 

The baroness has already socked §40,- 
000 into the opening which admiring 
friends thought thoy saw fur her. Cali- 
fornia is not a good state to visit witli a 
poor entertainment unless one has return 
tickets. 

The baroness dues not get her title by 
descent. She subscribed for it, I think, 
and got it that way. 

I I or husband's name was Baron, instead 
of Petie or ( ieorge. I have a neighbor in 
North Carolina named (ienoral West, 
lie was named the same way. Me is the 
owner of the celebrated mule Mary. 
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The baroness 1 followed us heroically as 
far a.s Ugden, and there the constabulary 
at the depot laid violent hands on the 
baggage of her company. It was sad to 
wit ness t he scene. 

It is bad enough to enter San Francisco 
and compete with a great city lull of 
talent when one has all the clothes he can 
get, bul to undertake a difficult role there

Tins is especially true when- t he clothes 
constitute the motif of the play.

Iii comments of tho press upon noted 
women and their work there aro some 
names which occur with special fre- 
quency. The movements, achievements 
and personal peculiarities of these wom- 
en aro dwelt upon so freely and persist- 
ently that one gets almost tired of hear- 
ing their praises sounded. Their reputa- 
tions have been well earned, and no one 
would seek to depreciate their impor- 
tance as pioneers in the progress of worn- 
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OTs. LEONARD WEBER, 
en. but while giving them duo credit for 
their efforts it may be well to remem- 
ber that other and younger women are 
now in tin- field, and that some recogni- 
tion of their services would ho both just 
and timely. Among such may be men- 
tioned Mrs Leonard Weber, Mrs. Dora 
Wheeler Keith and Dr. Olga Neymann, 
throe women who have accomplished 
much in their respective lines of work. 

Somewhat more than 20 years ago 
there eame to this country with her par- 
ents a little Hungarian girl whose fam- 
ily concluded to take up their residence 
in Buffalo. The child had unusual beauty 
and talents, and though then jUSt enter-, 
ing her thirteenth year her abilities had 
been cultivated to an uncommon degree 
at a leading pension at Buda-Pesth, and 
it was not long before her teachers in her 
adopted home recognized that their new 
pupil was destined to take a distin- 
guished place in rho world of women. 

This young girl subsequently became 
Mrs. Leonard W' ber, and it is to her 
and her friend, Mrs. Emily Kern pin, doc- 
tor of laws and professor at tho Univer- 
sity of Zurich, that women lire indebted 
for t ho opportunities to Becuru a legal ed- 
ucation at the University of the City of 
New York. 

.Mrs. Weber is the wife of a physician 
long distinguished lor his professional 
skill and li ves in a charming home, a 
glimpse into which would indicate the 
taste, ri linemen i and cull u re of it s occu- 
pants. Her charity, sympathy and gen- 
erosity have been widely known for 
years, and many working women have 
come to her lor assist a nee and advice 
that frequently n led to be supple- 
mented by retaining legal services for 
which her unfortunate petitioners were 
unable to pay. In order that this might 
he secured to them without expense. 
.Airs. Weber became the prime mover in 
organizing an arbitration society that 
was expected to meet the needs of such 
cases. 

As, however, it often becamo apparent 
that owing to the inexperience of young 
lawyers or the indifference of olderones 
the objects for which tho society was es- 
tablished were not accomplished, it oc- 
curred lo her mid Mrs. Keinpill that it 
might be possible to educate women in 
tho law, and upon their admission to the 
bar to find attentive, indusl rii ius and am- 
bitious counselors who could at least un- 
dertake to right the wrongs of oppressed 
or de|'i'. mile, 1 sisters. 

From this beginning grew tho Wom- 
an's Legal Education society, and on the 
list <d names of thoso constituting the 
board of directors one reads l In ise of Dr. 
Mary I'm nam Jacobi, Mrs. Abram S. 
Hewitt. Mrs. Alexander Forman and 
Mrs. Hester Hermann, well known us 
representing science, literature and phi- 
lanthropy among womankind. Tbesuc 
cess of tho enterprise is a matter settled 
beyond question.

young American girl soon won distinc- 
tion for the ideality and originality tha 
aro such striking characteristics of her 
work.

Boudinot Keith, a well known lawyer of 
New York, Dora Wheeler was the vic- 
torious com pet it or for i wo prizes of $1,000 
each offered by a publishing firm for 
the best designs iii Christmas cards. 
Aftershe had carried oft" thesoshe found 
herself eagerly sought as a desi gner by 
business nouses and individuals in pri- 
vate life. Since thai timo her work has 
grown moro and more ambitious, and 
excellent examples of her notably dis- 
tinctive stylo in decorative composition 
have been employed for mural decora- 
tion in somo palatial American homes. 

Her skill in this direction will be ex- 
emplified in the Woman's building at 
the World's fair at Chicago, for she is 
now working up in a canvas intended 
for a ceiling in thafr edifice. In tho 
center of this appear three female 
figures embodying Fact, Fancy and Ro- 
mance, surrounded by a decorative bor- 
der iu Italian renaissance, which will 
also encircle the four pictures for tho 
corners still under her brush. In the 
gallery of honor in tho saint 1 building 
six panels are to be decorated, of which 
the subject will be something illusiTfl- 
tive of the history of woman, and in one 
of thoso Mrs. Keith will again be repre- 
sented.

Dr. Neymann is a slimier brunette, 
with an oval shaped face, delicately 
lined eyebrows and aristocratic features 
of tho slightly aquiline type. Herman- 
ners indicate her gentle birth, and her 
conversation a brilliant and well bal- 
anced mind. She is a member of the 
First District Dental association of New 
York-, the Woman's Dental association 
of Philadelphia, the Nineteenth I 'entury 
and Goetho societies of New York-, and 
is rarely missed from the social gather- 
ings of any of the intellectual clubs.

Sho was several years older than 
he and the widow of Erasmus Nuglo of 
Cheyenne, Wyo., who had loft her tin 



White said Ids marriage was all business, 
and that he sold himself to the widow for 
$1(10.001). As ready money was short ho 
took S25.000 cosh and a S7t">, ()()() mortgage. 
White left Cheyenne on September S hist, 
and ao did about §100,000 worth of Mis. 
White's property. White came to New 
York and at oneo assigned his §75,000 mort- 
gages to the Central Trust Co. It is said 
tho assignment was made without a consid- 
eration. A charge of grand larceny was 
preferroil against, him w hile in Wyoming, 
and a requisition asked for him from Acting 
Governor Barber. It was alleged that 
White hud stolen from his wife tho properly 
lie had carried oil', consisting of bonds worth 
S(il,850, and about §40,000 in cash. White's 
attorneys procured a writ, of habeas corpus 
from . I edge Wallace, of tho United States 
court. Upon a bearing on October 28 it 
was dismissed. An appeal was oneo taken 
lo the United States court of appeals. 

Meanwhile things were moving on both 
sides in Wyoming. White's attorneys ap- 
pealed to the new governor, Osborne, to re- 
call the requisition, lie refused. Mrs. 
White at tho same time was suing for 
divorce and has pot il. Suits were also 
commenced both in N ew York and Cheyenne 
against holders of securities to whom White 
had made transfers, and injunctions wen; 
served restraining their transfer. Pending 
tho decision of an appeal White was ad- 
mitted to Sin, nod tail by Judge Lacombc.

il. QUAD'S SKETCHES. 

How a Yankee Harried the Queen of the 
Azores— A Woman's Shriek. 

[Copyright, 1833. by Charles B. Lowis.l 
Tho island of Pico is one of the group 
known as tho Azores and has a popula- 
tion of about 10,000. At any of tho ports 
one will find Americans, bluglishmon, 
Frenchmen, Germans, Spaniards and 
Italians in about equal proportions. 
From the year 1869 to 18711 tho queen of 
tho islands, so far as beauty went, was a 
girl named Lottie Obiara. Her father 
was an Italian and her mother English, 
and though both were poor people the 
girl grew up to become famous. All tour- 
ists visiting the islands were anxious to 
got a look at her, and she was painted by 
artists from both London and Paris. 
From her sixteenth birthday sho could 
have married tho richest and tho best, 
but men of all nationalities wooed her in 
vain. When I saw her in 1873, she was 
1!) or 20 years of age. Her father was 
employed in a warehouse at $18 per 
month, and her mother made and ped- 
dled a native wine. The girl could speak 
every language known to tho island, play 
three or four musical instruments, sing 
beautifully and was accomplished in other 
ways. 

The two richest, single men in l'ico at, 
that time were her acknowledged suitors. 
They had crowded ail others out, and it 
was generally understood that one or the 
other would secure the prize. One was an 
American named Abner Jones ; the other 
a Frenchman named Charles Uhpiet. 
Loth men were old bachelors ; both were 
in trade ; both had the consent of the 
parents to pay court to their daughter. 
Jones was a regular Yankee, and ho laid 
no claims to good looks or education. He 
was a very plain faced man, and his edu- 
cation did not go much beyond tho dis- 
trict school, but ho was a money maker. 
Liquet, on the contrary, was good look- 
ing, well educated and had many accom- 
plishments.

You may guess that Aimer Jones 
was not invited to make one of the party, 
and that his heart was heavy as he saw 
the yacht spread her while wings and 
leave the harbor for a month's cruise. 
He could sit down with a Yankee shingle 
on his knee and a Tinted States blue 
pencil in his lingers and figure out that 
his wheel had been dished. He didn't 
do it, however. llis eyes and his ears 
had been open to all that was transpiring, 
and the yacht was not out of siojit when 
a small trading brig which bad been lying 
iii the harbor for several days spread her 
sails to the same hreeze and took the 
same course.

He wasn't go- 
ing to allow any Frenchman to throw him 
down ma love affair if the courl knew 
herself, ami the clew of the hrifjf, who 
were all Americans ami English, were?

Liquet and his party proceeded to 
Fay il and thence to CracioSa, and tit the 

end of 20 days had got around to Ter- 
ceira. Many times the people had no- 
ticed a brig following m their wake or ly- 
intl at anchor near them, hut no one had 
the slightest suspicion of her honesty, 
[liquet had a brother mi the island of 
Terceira. and when the patty arrived 
they were given a grand welcome. This 
was at. the port of Leon, where all vessels 
must anch >r half a mile from tho shore 
mi account of a reef. If there is any 
loading or unloading, it most be done by 
means of lighters. (hi the day the 

sch ler dropped her anchor the brig 

also came in. When evening came, every- 
body aboard the schooner except tin 
anchor watch was permitted to go ashore. 
The one man left solaced himself by get- 
ting drunk on wine. At about 11 o'clock 
the crew of the brig transferred them- 
selves to the sch ier yacht. Before 

leaving the brig all her provisions except 
salt horse and ship's biscuits were trans- 
ferred or thrown overboard, and the 
pump was "lixed" so that it. would expel 
only .ill. ml half the usual quantity of 
water. The brig was old and slow ami 
her accommodations simply wretched. 

Every sailor, captain .and mate includ- 
ed, win; went ashore got drunk. The 
same could be stud of Liquet and his male 
companions. About I o'clock in the 
morning all wont down to the beach to go 
.aboard tho craft. Tho boats wore there, 
as also three or four drunken sailors. 
Tin re was much confusion, but .all finally 
made a start. The girl Lottie, her aunt 
and Liquet went ill the s um- boat. h 
pulled for the schooner, landed the two 
women and then pulled for the brig ami 
dumped Liquet, on hor decks, lie was 
oblivious by that time, while the remain- 
der of his party were pulling this way 
-and that till over the harbor in .search of 
their craft. The two women went to 
their cabins mi getting aboard, and it was 
not, until the next morning that thoy 
knew what had occurred. The craft was 
then at sea. Abner Jones had swapped 
horses without consulting the other man. 
The bark Southern Queen, from Charles- 
ton for the port of Lisbon, m ballast, had 
passed the Azores to the south and was 
hauling up to the north when one after- 
noon wo sighted a small brig dead .ahead 
and soon iverhauled her. 1 1 was the 
brig which Abnor Jones had traded for 
the schooner, and aboard of her was all 
the lat ter's crew except one man anil all 
her passengers except, two. The brig sig- 
naled us, Riquet .and her captain came 
aboard, and w hat 1 have told you thus 
far is tho story as we got it from them. 
Perhaps you have seen a Frenchman 
when his dander was up / This one w.as 
simply mad enough to explode. He ges- 
tured, shouted, raved, cursed and wept. 
He wanted gore. IIo wanted to die fight- 
ing the whole Yankee nation. He want- 
ed to get his lingers at the throats of 10,- 
000 Joneses and gloat over their agonies 
as the Maine of life flickered in tho socket. 
It was n good hour beforo wo got tho • 



story. Riquet couldn't say for sure that 
it was Abner Jones wdio had played him 
low down, but at tho samo time felt satis- 
lied that ho had no other rival. It was 
bad enough for a man to kidnap tho wo- 
men and steal his vessel, but to leave him 
the old brig with her disabled pump and 
wretched provisions was adding insult to 
injury. Ho had then been three days 
out searching the sea for tho schooner, 
but not having the least idea which way 
sho was headed. While wo were lying 
to, a craft on her way from Oporto to 
Madeira came up, and wo got tho infor- 
mation that she had sighted the schooner 
that morning heading up fur the former 
port. While 1 was second mate of tho 
.Southern Queen, I cannot tell you just 
what sort of bargain the Frenchman 
made with our captain. It was a bargain 
that wo should take all his people aboard 
and go in search of the schooner. He 
certainly had to come down with a pile of 
money, but the confab resulted in the old 
tub of a brig being abandoned to the third 
craft to do as she liked with, and in all 
tho people being transferred to our ship. 
She was a fast craft, and on the after- 
noon of the second day we sighted tho 
schooner, w hich was jogging along under 
easy sail. 

Uhpiet and his friends had fowling 
pieces and pistols, and 1 suppose it was 
m tho bargain that our captain should lay 
them aboard the schooner in case she 
could be overhauled. The arms were 
brought up and loaded, and to hear the 
fellows talk you would have felt sure they 
meant to wipe out everybody aboard the 
schooner except the two women. It was 
about it o'clock in tho afternoon when we 
had come up with her within a distance 
of half a mile. Long enough before this 
our glasses had enabled us to make out 
the women promenading the deck. Li- 
quet had carried the idea that they had 
been forcibly seized, and that they were 
no doubt shut up in I heir cabins. Wo 
also made out Abner Jones, who looked 
smiling and happy, and while wo looked 
tho aunt sat down and the girl took his 
arm. This sight was too much for the 
Frenchman, and he began to shout and 
rave. Ho also seized a gnu and discharg- 
ed it in the air, and the Yankee wouldn't 
have been a bit cute had he failed to dis- 
cover what was up. We might have got 
alongside of him had things been better 
managed. We should at least have got 
within pistol shot, and perhaps the sight 
of nine or ten fowling pieces and muskets 
aimed over tho rail would have brought 
the schooner to. No sooner had Riquet 
given tho alarm than tho schooner fell off 
her old course to brim: the breeze on her 
quarter, and she began to draw away 
from us. We packed on in pursuit, but, 
she was two miles away before we began 
to hold our own. When Mr. Jones dis- 
covered that Riquet and his party were 
aboard of us, ho of course divined our 
object. When the schooner changed her 
course, he climbed upon the rail and 
waved his bat and bowed. Then he put 
his right thumb to his nose and twirled 
his lingers. Then he put his left thumb 
to his nose .and his right thumb to the tip 
of the little linger of his left hand and 
twirled us a double dose. As if that were 
not enough, his whole crew cheered, and 
the girl and her aunt laughed.

They 
had stolen his craft and etrried off his 
best girl, and he mu t have revenge. He ! 
swore by the whiskers of his father and 
all other solemn tilings that he would not 
sleep until Abner Jones was dead, He 
had hired the Quoen to do certain things, 
and she must carry out her part of the 
contract. When the Yankee headed for 
Spain, it was, as we afterward learned, . 
with the intention of bringing about, a 
wedding as speedily as possible. After 
her tirst surprise Miss Lottie decided that 
the man who had the cutoness and the 
nerve to put up such a job would make a 
good husband, while the aunt w.as at least 
neutral. Mr. Jones had no particular 
religion, ami he didn't care whether they 
were married by a priest or a justice of 
the peace. Our arrival caused a change 
of programme. If'she ran for any .Span- 
ish purl, we should be so close after her 
thai no marriago could take place, and 
the whole crowd of them would he arrest- 
ed for stealing the craft they were sailing 
in. If she headed up for France or Eiuj- 
land, it would he still worse for them, as 
there w as no doubt of our being able to 
overhaul the schooner in heavy weather. 
Abner Jone.1 ligured on these things and 
shaped his course accordingly. He held 
for the Spanish coast until iO o'clock thai 
night.. The position of the two crafts 
had not changed much since about (i, and 
the night was no! a dark one. The 
schooner could be seen by the aid of a 
elass up to ill or semi after. Then, with- 
out our being able to detect it. With till! 
eye, a mist rose frmn the sea, and tho 
first thing we knew the schooner had dis- 
appeared. We knew thai it; was a mist 
which had shut her out, and so held our 
course, but when daylight came she was 
nowhere to bo scon. 

[liquet was so ouraged ami chagrined 



Riquet .$r>,000 in full settlement for dam- 
ages, and after a tiuio tho monoy was ac- 
cepted and all further proceedings drop- 
ped. In, talking with Mr. Jones a year 
after his marriage he feelingly exclaimed: 
" Durn my hide, but I loved that gal 
with a reg'lar old Capo Cod love, and 
when it como to the p'int of wdio should 
have iior I felt that the hull Yankee na- 
tion was lookin this way and hollerin to 
mo not to got left if it took my last tarnal 
copper to win !"

There might have been 200 of us at 
Tribulation Gulch when Johnny Clem 
arrived. Every miner was free to come 
and go as ho liked, but at tho gulch wo 
kept a written record of the claims staked 
out.

Riquet then had him arrested for piracy, 
but not one of the old crew of the brig 
could be found. Mr. J ones testilied that 
he had been seized by strange men and 
carried aboard tho schooner and was ac- 
quitted of the charge. He then offered 



to throw around ami didn't seem to want 
to mix up much. 1 took a sort of liking 
to him from the very start, and il, was at 
my suggestion that he entered the claim 
he did.

Johnny Clem was an enigma to me 
from the very outset. His quiet ways 
and his gentleness struck me as peculiar- 
ly strange. He had handy ways about 
Cooking and a "knack" about arranging 
his tent and repairing his clothing which 
were new td" me. He wasn't given to 
story telling nor joking, and now and 
then when 1 coaxed him to sing his songs 
were all sad ones, and there was some- 
thing in his voice that made mo homesick 
and brought a craving to throw away piek 
and shovel and head for the States.

I'd have 
broken into tho ring like a wild buffalo, 
fur my hoy partner w.as tm match for that 
burly ruffian, but they held mo back. I 
realized almost at mice, too, that if John- 
ny had any earthly show I should spoil it, 
by raising a row and getting him rattled. 
They told mo that as soon as I had gone 
the "Boss" began Hinging out his taunts 
and trying to pick a fuss. The boy made 
no reply until the man begun to ridicule 
and insult me. Then he (lared up ami 
defied the other to a fair fiaht with 
knives. A part of the men cried out 
against it. hot the majority favored a 
light, and it wtis about to begin as I ar- 
rived. 

Both ni on were stripped down to»shirt 
and pants. The "Loss'' loomed up like 
a giant, while Johnny Clem appeared like 
achild in comparison. Poor hoy ! I stood 
therewith my heart in my mouth, not 
even daring to call out. to him, and the 
only consolation I had was in the knowl- 
edge that the "Boss" would have to light, 
me next, and that I stood a pretty even 
show with him, When the word was 
given and they sprang forward, I shut 
my eyes ami groaned. I heard them mov- 
ing about, and I caught the "ohs !" and 
ohs!'' of the men, hut 1 saw no more 
l ban as if 1 had been blinded. It lasted 
about three minutes, as they told me. 
Then some one shrieked out the voice 
of a woman- not a shriek ' f pain, hut of 
fear or horror, and it. brought me to my- 
self. The "Boss" w.as down with a knife 
in his heart, and Johnny ( Hem was sitting 
down with his hands over his eyes. 

" lie's a woman- he's a woman !" 
shouted 50 men in chorus as they rushed 
furwjrd, mid they were right. That 
shriek had Lotrayed my partner. She 
had fought the "Boss" as il lilt 1 .:!, hut 
when her knife struck home she had 
given way to hor feelings as a woman. 

What more' Very little. On my honor 
as a mall I had never suspected such a 
thing.

A MOUNTAIN OF ORE. 



Mr 1). R. Ker Describes the Property 
of the Tliuuiler Hill Mining 
Company. 

Good Agricultural Laud Between 
Golden and the Mines— East 
Kootenay'a Kcsources. 



Messrs. D. R. Ker and W. H. Haiti- 
bridge, the former a director and the latter 
secretary of the Thunder Hill Mining Co., 
returned last evening from East Koolenay dis- 
trict, where they huvo spent tho last two 
wet ka visiting tho property, which is des- 
tined in a short time to become much more 
widely known as ono of the best and great 
est of its kind on the continent. 

"Thunder Hill mine," said Mr. Ker last 
evening, when resting nftor li ia hard trip, 
" is situated about Ho miles from Golden, 
at the extreme head of the navigation of the 
Columbia liver. For nino months out of 
the year the place can be reached by steamer, 
but when we got up there the snow on the 
ground was good enough for sleighing, and 
although it wua slow work and took us four 
days, wo got in all rif;ht. Thunder 
Hill mine is well named. It is a 
hill, almost a mountain, and ia solid ore, 
not the high grade galena of West Kootenny 
but good pay ere just the same. It runs 
about $15 per ton, and you can see how 
good a proposition we have tluiro when 1 
tell you that it is being mined for from 
§1 50 to SI 75 per ton. There is no such 
work to be done as sinking shafts, tunnel- 
ling, etc., and following veins. We have 
Bteam drills working right on tho brow of 
tho hill. When the holes are dulled there 
is simply a charge of powder put in and the 
ore ia blown out. It is run from there down 
tho bill to the cars, and from there goes to 
tho concentrators. The concentrates can be 
taken right down from tho mine on the 
steamer to Gulden, and once there we have 
an easy m irket either for the Golden smelter 
or for the Tacoma sm-.lter. 

"Tho improved concentrating machinery 
bought last winter is now being 
put up by the man sent out 
by the Chicago firm. Ho Buys that ho 
never saw such a mass of ore in his life, and 
it ia certainly a fact that it only requires 
time, aud not too long a time cither, to 
develop it to show wltut it is worth. The 
present machinery und 'what prospecting 
has been done so far stand us about $1(J0, - 
000, but by this time next year we uro 
hoping to liavo this increased bo that we 
shall bo able to take out 1,000 tons a day. 

" There seems to ba an idea," Mr. Ker 
continued, "that tho country up in that 
district ia not good for much. This is a 
mistake. From Golden buck aa far us I 
went there is plenty of farming country. I 
saw samples of grain grown there that were 
aa good as any in the Province, 
and big threo pound potatoes 
are not by any means uncommon. 
L'he Indians have been farming there for 
a loi'g time, and some of them h>vo quite 
nice places, A good deal of tho land re- 
quires irrigation, but the water is so easily 
brought on that there is no trouble about 
it at all. There arc mountains on both 
sides, and an ordinary small ditch will 
bring all tho water necessary from any one 
of the dozens of streams that ilo v down 
tho mountain aide. I don't know how the 
country would do for wheat. Tho early 
frosts might injure it, but for barley, oats 
b> <1 'he like it ia as g iod ua anyone could 
wish." 

Mr, Ker is brown as u berry. He says 
that is what conns of travelling in 
the snow when tho eun is shining 
so hotly that littlo rivers form in the 
sleigh tracks. But tho same sun which 
hurried him enabled him to get a whole 
kodak full of views of different portions of 
the country, of the mines and of the neigh- 
boring creeks. These he will have de- 
veloped as soon as possible, and along with 
some splendid suggestive specimens of tho 
mineral wealth of tho great interior will 
put them on view at his oii'ue.

It is tho chorus of the 
Easter-tide, and will 
be heartily joined in by- 
devout Christian wor-

Quiet preparations have been mado for 
samo time to duly celebrate the Easter holy 
day. In nearly ail of the city churches 
there will be special musical services, and 
appropriate sermons may bo expected from 
all pulpits. Most of the churcbeH, too, will 
be decorated, for Easter, like Christmas, 
has an especial significance, and (lowers in 
profusion, tastefully arraDgod, will add 
beuuty to the edifices where the praises will 
be sung. 

There are many reasons given why (lowers 
are especially appropriate at Easter. Here 
is how that eminent divine. Henry Ward 
Beechcr, put it : 

" The sepulchre of Christ was in a gar- 
den. Death in tho midst of blossoms ! 
Death surrounded by life and growth ! 
Death, that all the world dreads and repre- 
sents as hideous, enclosed like an unlighted 
gem in the glorious setting of radiant 
flowers of beauty I " 

And, again, in the same sermon : 

" As I preach a sweet religion and not a 
sour one, as I preach the beauty of holiness 
and not simply the terrors of the law, as I 
preach the bright and glowing character of 
the Lord Jesus Christ, I enj .y having these 
testimonials of the garden and the field 
brought here. Especially do 1 esteem them, 
because they educate men to go nut into the 
garden and the field and have (lowers asso- 
ciated with their own imagination. This 
cannot be otherwise so long as they love 
flowers in connection with tho wor- 
ship of God. I do not believe a 
child brought up under tho ministry 
of the church will over see flowers till he 
dies without havirg somo thought of re- 
ligion, ot the sanctuary und of tho inspira- 
tion of flowers. So flowers at our service 
have a meaning. They ure not in any 
special way a symboli/.ition; they simply 
bring things common into higher relations 
on a principle of association, and having 
them on the platform, besides affording 
pleasure, to a certain extent interprets a 
part of my idea of the Christian ministry." 

The Metropolitan Methodist church- 
pulpit, choir and platform— is adorned with 
lilies sent up from California for the pur- 
pose. Christ church cathedral was being 
decorated yesterday, as were also St. John's, 
St. Janus' and St. Barnabas', St. Saviour's 
and St. Mark's churches.

SPORTS AND PASTIMES. 

Roatl Racing the Test of Training- 
Victoria's Kiiffby Juniors in 
Hard Luck. 



Good Friday Shooting- Over the Traps 
— Tomorrow's Tuer- of- War 
Tournament. 



The Good Friday road race of tho Wan- 
derers, to the I'rairio Tavern and return, 
had an unlooked-for and unfortunate ter- 
mination, duo in a great moasuro to tho 
fact that few if any of tho contestants had 
taken the necessary training for so severe a 
test of staying powors. Tho road was in 
many places concealed by sheets of water, 
through which the racers pedalled blindly, 
and tho entiro courso was rough, greasy 
and rutty, making riding difficult and fast 
timo impossible. It was just 2 o'clock when 
the first contingent was sent away— R. N. 
Begg on a Pysoho (cushion), J. U. Kerr on a 
Black Diamond (cushion), L. W. Hall 
(Radge cushion) and Geo. H. Hall on a 
spring fork machine of tho Victor pattern, 
solid steering wheel and cushion 
driver. At 12:'J0 tho first detach- 
ment of tho pneumatics followed — M. C. 
Reynard (Singer); T. W. Edwards (Whit- 
worth), and Captain H. R. Foot (Orinond), 
The latter two gentlemen having entered, 
started and returned to town; business pre- 
vented their riding tho race out. Mr. J. 
G. Miller, whoso handicap was the same, 
arrived one minute lato on a Rudge and at 
once started in hot pursuit. B. W. Brad- 
ley on a Rudge (model 1)), was sent away 
at '2:'2~>, and five minutes afterwards II 
Tiedeinunn on a Whitworth (scratch man) 
wis living after him. 

Then tho rain, which had been threaten- 
ing all day, made its presence disagreeably 
felt and soon dispersed the large croud that 
had gathered to witness tho start.. The 
corner was deserted for two full hours 
by bicycle enthusiasts, and then the crowd 
returned, to bo in at the finish. Ten, 
fifteun minutes went by — half an hour, and 
yet no returning wheelsmen. Tho rain still 
fell, not in a discouraging drizzle as at tirs% 
but in a livolj' downpour, which soon made 
the toads all but unwheelable. The non- 
riders wondered at,. the delay ; the experts 
wondered if the boys would bo able to ride 
back. 

At 5:30, just three hours after his depar- 
ture, Tiedcmann was reported rising the 
hill and a luvi Seconds later lio was in — 
winner of the hardest race that has ever 
been contested in British Columbia, al- 
though ridden in superlatively slow time. 
The rider was duly cheered and cared for.i 
and tho crowd settled themselves to wel- 
come the second man in. 

"I passed Miller last; he'll soon be 
here," was Tiedemann's report, as he ex- 
plained to hia club friends how ho had been 
forced to wade through miniature lakes and 
climb uniidablu hills as slippery as ice. His 
wheel showed the hard woik it had had, 
and illustrated tho story. One pedal was 
bent on a treacherous side stone, and the 
fast little machine had all the appearance of 
having been submerged in a swamp. 

But no second man came in, and curiosity 
as to the fate of the party was finding gen- 
oral expression when a horse and buggy, the 
former on a hard gallop, arrived. 

" It's Bradley," was the answer of the 
drivers. "He's dying out at the Royal 
Oak. We picked up Miller pretty well 
played out, on the road, and came for a doc- 
tor. Send some one out quick." 

Or. Fraser at once drove to the assistance 
of the injured rider, and on the way passed 
the Hall brothers, who had come through 
without stopping at tho Oak, They con- 
tinued to the city and finished second and 
third, L. W. preceding his brother in by 
r.bout ten seconds, at 7:02 Kerr and Begg 
finished a few m'nutcs later. 

At the Royal Oak, Reynard wag oaring 
for the sufferer, who had apparently col- 
lapsed entirely. He was trembling and 
cold, and it was said had fallen into Elk 
lake, which has risen to the side of the 
road, when Reynard passed and at once 
gave up the race to assist his companion, 
though strong and fit for the finish 
himself. Bradley complained of blindness, 
when taken into the hotel and said that he 
was afraid he had been drugged — a friend 
gave him something to drink before the 
start. An instant later he had fainted, nor 
did he recover consciousness for m my 
anxious hours. Dr. Fraser made a hasty 
examination immediately upon arrival, and 
finding both heart and lungs performing 
their functions concluded that the case was 
simply one of complete exhaustion. This 
opinion was shared by tho other watchers 
and by Dr. Frank Hall, who was sent for 
during the evening. Mrs. Bradley was 
soon by the side of her son, and with the 
medical men watched by his bedside during 
the night. By morning the opinion of the 
doctors had been proved correct, and 
Bradley was driven home; ho had suatained 
no injury and will soon be himself again. 
The drink given him at tho start was a 
Bimple draught of extruct cocoa, which 
many athletes find of advantage. 

Mr. Robert A Begg, who acted ns judge 
at tho turn, gives the time for the comple- 
tion of the first half of the distance as be- 
low : M. 0. Reynard, .1:X'l; J. G. Miller, 
3:,'i4; E. W. Bradley, 3:35; II. Tiedemann, 
3:39, R. N. Begg, 3:53; L VV. Hall, 3:54; J. 
R. Kerr, 3:5-1 J; Georgo H. Hall, 3:55. This 
would niako Tiedemann's rime for the first 
twelve miles, one hour and nine minutes, 
remarkably good for the state of the roado 
and fully equal to eighteen miles an hour 
under favorable circumstances.

The Canned Goods Act-The Applica- 
tion to British Columbia— 
"Colonist" Labels. 

(From our own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, March 25. — Col. Prior rondered 
splendid service to the permanent military 
forces of Canada to-day by culling attention 
to the desirability of providing a system of 
pensions for them. He referred to tho facr 
thut the permanent force was tho training 
school far the militia, and claimed that 
inusinnoh im the Northwest Mounted Police 
hud suoh u pension Bchemo the militury 
forces ought nt least to bo placed on u pur 
with tho police He quoted the pension 
allowances of the Imperial services and the 
United States mniy, and showed that 
ultliough Canadian ollicers received no pen- 
sions they were paid less than either of 
the other fnrce3. He claimed that it was 
no moro than justice to the Canadian 
force that they should bo placed on the 
pension list. Ho had no particular sclienu 
to propound, but he felt Batislied thai the 
Government and tho Major-General would 
be able to satisfactorily arrange tho matter. 
Ho thought the Government ought to re- 
inovo this gross injustico to tho force 
which in tho event of trouble would have to 
he at the very front. Col, Prior made a 
strong und sympathetic appeal for justice to 
tho permanent forces. Mr. Patterson, min- 
ister of militia, was not present in the 
House when the matter came up, und ac- 
cordingly the ex-Minister. Sir A. P. Caron, 
replied. Ho fruukly admitted that he was 
in favor of tho institution of a pension 
scheme While Minister of Militia ho had 
drafted a bill with that object in view but 
had not been able to present it to 
Parliament, Ho thought that no etone 
.•.hould bo left unturned to improve tho 
efficiency of the force. There was no dif- 
ference between tho Northwest Mounted 
Police and tho permanent force, eo far us 
their duties which hud to bo performed, 
und us pensions had been granted in the 
one case, there was no jiiBt ground why 
penbions should not bo given in tho other, 
lie was only expressing his individual 
opinion on the mutter. There was no likeli- 
hood of putting tho bill through this year, 
but he hoped that next session Col. Prior 
would bring tho matter belore tho House 
and be successful in his proposals. 

On two different occasions Hon. T. R. 
Mclnnes has called attention in the Senate 
to the vacancy in the representation of 
Vancouver district caused by the denth of 
Mr. Gordon. One or two of his brother 
Senators huvo twitted htm on the subject, 
Mr. Kaulbach being desirous of knowing 
whether Senator Mcltines intended to con- 
test tho constituency, otherwise, ho claim- 
ed, it was nn unusual thing for a member 
of tho Upper Hotuo to interest himself in 
such a matter, Mr, Mclincs admitted 
that it w_." ,iii UDUaual thing to bring a 
question of this kind up in the Senate, but 
us it was one of public policy lie did not 
consiiler it wui irregular. During tho 
whole of this session the district of Van- 
couver had b>en unrepresented through 
Mr. Cordon's illness and lamented death, 
and it was for this reason that he was 
anxious to know if tho writ had been is- 
sued. Mr. Bowell, in answering tho ques- 
tion, said that tho writ had not been is- 
sued, and, even if it. had been, considering 
the extent of territory, it would have been 
impossible to have an election in time to 
enable the new reprerentntive, whoever ho 
itjight b^i to attend this session of Parliu 
incut, 

Judging from tho telegrams which have 
been received here, much interest must 
have been aroused in British Columbia re- 
specting the Government's meusure to 
amend the Canned (Jooda Aet. It nuiy be 
stated that in the Senate, where tho meas- 
ure has gene through, all was not plain cuil- 
i ir. Hon. Mr. Prowse, from Prince Edward 
island, made a vigorous kick against the 
branding of the year of packing on the cans. 
He said that it would entail a very great 
expense on the lobster packers nnd neces- 
sarily the aalnion caimera, without accom- 
plishing any good result, inasmuch as any 
labels eo prepared for tho use of the 
pickers would be valueless if not 
all used in tho year they are dated. In 
some seasons lobster packing was almost a 
failure, because the lobsters could not be 
had. In a cuse of thut kind a large stock 
of labels would have to be carried over to 
the following your, and would be useless if 
dated. Willi regard to the proposal that 
the year should bo put on with a separate 
Label or else stamped on, Mr. Prowse re- 
garded this as likely to lead to a very con- 
sideiablo tax on tho packers. He did not 
see what uso or benefit the public would 
derive from a regulation of this kind, In a 
successful Biuison, a factory would pack 
from 100,000 to 150,000 cans of lobsters, and 
that many impressions which would have to 
bo made to put on tho date, would mean a 
considerable delay, ns well na a large ex- 
penditure. In theee observations Mr. Muc- 
dinuld, P. E, I. also concurred. 

Hon. Mr. Bowell stated the reasons why 
the Government had introduced the bill. 
Ha said thut while visiting the lobster can- 
ning factories in P. E. I. a few years ago, 
ho saw tho very best lobsters be- 
ing packed, and Yankee labola 
boiig put on the packages. Ho asked 
th • pinker why he did so, utlding "the time 
will soon come when yon will be prevented 
from doing that." The man answered that 
the factory belonged to Americans, and 
that, tho goods sold better w ith the word 
"Boston" on them than with the words 
"Prince Edward Island." The bill would 
not go into operation until August 1st, bo 
i bat tho canneries would bo ablo to work 
off their labels this year. 

Hon. Mr. Mclnnes etimo to tho aid of the 
British Columbia canning business. He 
said a larger quantity of tish was put nn in 
British Columbia than in ail the other 
provinces put together. Tho Britiah Co- 
lumbia canneries got their label) manufac- 
tured in England, und those labels 
were so glossed that ho feared 
n rubber stump or anything of 
that kind would not make a siiilicient 
impression on them to retain tho dates for 
any length of time. That was one difficulty 
ho saw in the way. If it were ordinary 
piper and lliey could be stumped 
with nn ordinary rubber stamp, he 
did not think uny particular hardship would 
bo entailed on Iho cauhers, but ns they car- 
ried a very large stock from ono yesr to 
another n large portion of the stock would 
be practically useless under this legislation, 
hecanso in the salmon cunning business, as 
in tho lobster business, it was on'y about 
one year in four that there was a large run 
of salmon in British Columbia, when the 
canning establishments were taxed to their 
full extent. Cannedfruit, fish or meat, in fact 
anything that, hud been canned, was just as 
good half u dozen years after packing as the 
very noxt year or next month, providing 
tho ntniosphere was entirely excluded from 
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tlio contents of the can. Such being the 
case ho hoped thut the Government would 
not impnsti any unnecessary expense on those 
engaged in thut very important industry in 
Britiah Columbia. 

Hon. Mr. Bovvcll promptly culled ntten- 
tion to the fact that all the labels used by 
tho onnnerB in Canada were not printed in 
England. Senator Mclnnes was incorrect 
in his statement in regard to British Col- 
umbia, as he (Mr. Bowell) knew from per- 
sonal observations. There was a very large 
establishment (referring to the Colonist 
printing ollice) in the city of Victoria, that 
had grown up under the influence of the 
National Policy, nn establishment which 
made u groat deal of money out of the 
printing of these labels for the Dominion. 
The labels wero printed there by hundreds 
of thousands. He wns in the establishment, 
and saw the whole operation. Ho saw tho 
labels from this ollice two or three hundred 
miles north of Victoria last fill 
when visiting some canneries, and ho 
m-&b glad to know that these labels 
were of as good a character na thc.io which 
are imported. Tho bill finally passed tho 
Senate us already telegraphed you, but be- 
foro this reaches Victoria, changes will 
have been made in tho provisions by the 
Commons to meet the »views of tho British 
Columbia canneri".
